All VTVM's of this "class" add a 1 Meg resistor in series with the DC 

probe AT the probe tip. This was to decouple the probe from the circuit 
being measured. There was a mod circulated later to move the resistor 
inside the meter case, which completely defeats the purpose of the resistor! 


The IM-11 and later Heath VTVM probes merely had a switch at the probe 
tip to short out the 1M resistor for AC measurements. A suitable probe 
can be constructed from a piece of PVC, aluminum or ?? tubing with a 
small switch mounted to short out the resistor.

Unused. I've seen notes suggesting it may be connected to the braided 
or metal covering of the flex conduit on one end only, but that seems to 
me to be a ground loop waiting to happen if the outer covering bonding 
is done correctly at each end of the cable.

Depends on the installation. The Navy sets used flexible conduit with a 
vinyl sheath almost exclusively. Closest version of that is the "liquid 
tite" flex conduit used for air conditioners and industrial motors, 
though it is now gray rather than the WWII black color. A few minutes 
with black vinyl dashboard dye will correct that problem, but it will be 
tough to find the small diameter needed. The AAF used two different 
techniques - braided tinned copper over flex conduit and so-called “open 
wire" cables. Closest replacement for the braided copper is easy - go 
to Lowes or Home Depot and pick up a pair of washing machine hoses with 
stainless braided covering. They have a relatively thin pressure layer 
compared to the aircraft hydraulic hoses they resemble. Take the 
connectors with you so you can get the right OD. The open wire cable is 
even easier - it is simply laced and several layers of clear vinyl 
sleeving applied at each end where it goes through the connector clamp.

The speaker that originally came in the PM23 is a typical, low-impedance 
speaker, probably 4 or 8 ohms. If you want to feed if from a receiver or an 
amplifier with a low impedance output, you won't need any matching 
transformer. If you want to feed it from one of the Hallicrafters receivers 
that provide a 5000 ohm output, then 

the advice you've gotten from BA members about using 70.7 volt line 
transformers is, of course, quite good.

Reminds me of the late 40's when I started my radio career with a crystal 
set kit from Allied Radio. It had a spool of #22 DCC wire and a form the 
size of the cardboard tube from a roll of toilet paper, but it was made from 
more sturdy material. It had a single-gang, 365 mmfd tuning capacitor and a 
1N34 diode. I used a single, 1000 ohm Trimm headphone with it. I kept it 
under my bed, and I used a long wire antenna, about 100 feet, out the 
second-story window. WLW, WCKY and several of the other Cincinnati area 
stations came in with good volume. I used to listen to shows like Boston 
Blackie, Mr Kean, tracer of lost persons, Life with Luigi, and such, long 
after I should have been asleep. When I went to High School I acquired 
another crystal set with a germanium transistor audio amplifier, built into 
a little red plastic box. It drove one of those miniature, hearing-aide 
sized phones.

My Sylvania 1N34 was in a round tube with two, metal end-bells as I recall.

Yup, that's usually the problem I've run into as well, Russ. On the 
other hand, a quick trip to http://www.mcmaster.com/ and plugging in 
page 734 shows something which may be pretty close - look at the Ultra 
Flex conduit, color black. Less than a buck a foot for ART-13 size 
conduit and they do sell it by the foot. No minimum order at McM-C 
either, though the UPS charge may exceed the material charge. I haven't 
actually held any of it in my hands to compare, though. Some flex 
conduit has more aggressive bumps on the surface, some less, but I 
suspect the Ultra Flex has more turns per inch and the profile is less 
pronounced - more like the WWII conduit. Might be worth a shot.
